(CW), Francisco/EA5KM (CW), Javier/EC4DX (SSB), Edu/EA8AUW (SSB/Digi) and 
Alejandra Ortiz (Geology - Photography). Activity will be on 160-10 meters, possibly 6 meters, 
using CW, SSB and the Digital modes. They plan to have a CW team and a SSB team operating 
simultaneously on the air at all times. Yagis will be used for the higher bands and verticals for 
the lower bands. Efforts are being made to bring some linear amplifiers to the island. 


Santos, EA4AK, states, "Because propagation conditions are still low or average we must make 
a special effort to optimize the DX windows.

Only visits or expeditions of scientific nature are 
permitted by the relevant Mexican authorities (a prestigious Mexican geologist will travel with 
the team to perform studies of natural life interest while 4A4A is running). Also, it is an 
emplacement of military interest, and tightly under the control and supervision of military 
authorities. These two permits from those two mentioned authorities are absolutely necessary 
before proceeding to request an amateur radio operating license to the telecommunications 
authorities." This 4A4A DXpedition is exclusively financed by the personal financial effort of 
the team of operators. The team is looking for some support from sponsors, clubs or other 
organizations.
